During their time in office the 


bulk of the work involved in build- 
ing two new grade schools ha* been 
done, a 25-acre tract for a new 
south <Ide school, was purchased, a 
four-acre tract for playground pur- 
poses was added to the Washington 
School property and Id-acres added 
to the Jefferson School property to 
provide for future expansion and 
playgrounds.

—but one which may prove vit- 
ally important in future school 
planning—ts the broad buildings 
and curriculum survey which be- 
gan this year.

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Board Fences Suit 
Tastes and Purpose 


By MB. FIX 


America's yards and patios have 


become outdoor rooms, additions 
to home living space. But since a 
room isn't truly a room without 
walls, fences enter the picture. 


A picture is what your house and 


grounds become, too, when framed 
fcy a goccl fence. 


Wooden fences are especially 


popular in suburban and rural 
areas, because of their warmth, 
rusticity and multiple purposes. 
If you wish pnvacy without cutting 
off air circulation, you can have it 
in a vertical-louver fence. If it s 
seclusion plus a partial windbreak 
you desire, an alternating board 
fence serves the purpose. 


Simple board farm fences have 


sturdy dignity and an "open" 
style, while the picket fence is not 
only trim and tight but cuts off 
cross-yard traffic. 


In Sections 


The 
first-mentioned 
louvered 


fence is made in six-foot sections, 
each a unit in itself. For an effec- 
tive screen the fence should be at 
least 4J2 feet high. Posts are of 
2xS-inch lumber, set at least one 
thud of their length into the 
ground 


The bottom rail is cut somewhat 


like a stair stringer from 2x6 lum- 
ber 70 inches long. A matching 
pattern is cut in a 1x6 70-inch board 
to f 01 m the underside of the top rail 
or cap. This notched board is then 
nailed to the underside of the cap 
boaid—a 1x8 74 inches long—with 
the points of the notches set back 
Ii2 inches from the edge of the 
cap board. 
First set the posts, then fasten 


the assembled cap to the tops of 
the posts. Next, fasten the bottom 
rail in place about six inches above 
ground level, and begin attaching 
louvers. 


Treat Wood 


Treat the wood with a good pre- 


servative, such as those containing 
copper naphthenate (green) or zinc 
naphthenate (clear), and use non- 
rusting nails. 


Recommended height of an al- 


ternating board fence is 5'4 feet. 
Here, too, the bottom rail cleais 
the ground by six inches. The fence 
posts are 6x6's, treated, and set 
into the ground at least 25 per cent 
of their length. Set them eight feet 
apart (center to center), connected 
by eight-foot horizontal rails of 2x6 
lumber. Vertical boards nailed on 
alternate sides of the fence may be 
Ixl2's, IxS's or lx6's. 


The farm fence should be made 


\\ith 6x6 or 4x4 posts set 10 feet 
spart 
Thiee 
horizontal 
rails 


spaced evenly about 10 to 12 inche 
apart consist of l\6's 10 feet long. 


Picket Fences 


Picket fences may be built low 


to catch the lines of a rambling 
house, or up to four feet high for 
maximum protection. Pickets are 
spaced as far apart as the width 
of one picket. 


Using 4\4-mch posts, allow one 


third the length underground. Trea 
the buried portion and extend the 
treatment at least six inches above 
ground level. Stringers between 
posts may be made of 2x4-inch 
stock, with the bottorr. stringer 
nailed in place six inches off the 
ground. Posts are set eight fee' 
apart, and pickets extend abou 
six inches above the top stringer. 


Before beginning any style o 


fence, plan your gate openings and 
consult jour lumber dealer as to 
available woods best suited to your 
use.

What cleaning equipment is real- 


ly needed to keep a home ship- 
shap? Presented with a marvelous 
array of devices and gadgets, it's 
difficult for the brand-new home- 
maker to decide what she'll need 
to keep the honeymoon cottage in 
order. A broom closet that's under- 
supplied means more work and 
less efficiency. And an overloaded 
closet indicates space is' wasted 
and money may have been spent 
needlessly. 


Although any list is open to de- 


bate, I talked to home economists 
to compile a list of essentials. You 
should tiy to have: 


A vacuum cleaner, broom,' dry 


mop, wet mop, lintless dust cloths, 
sponges, two pails (or a two-com- 
partment pail), wax applicator, 
polisher or polishing cloths. I, my- 
elf, would immediately add to this 
ist a carpet sweeper (especially 
vhen children make their appear- 
ance) for fast and frequent clean- 
ups. 


Handy Accessories 


Nice to have are work gloves, 


short-handled brush for radiators, 
vhisk broom trimmed to a sharp 
V for dusting corners and a long- 
handled brush for walls and ceil- 
ings. 


But you can tie a cotton cover- 


ing over the broom head to clean 
cobwebs and dust fluffs from the 
ceiling corneis. And you should 
jractice with your vacuum-clean- 
ng attachments until you can use 
them for the major jobs of clean- 
ing 


To make lintless dust cloths you 


can soak ordinary' sheeting, shirt- 
ing or even velvet scraps in hoi 
soapsuds mixed with a few drops 
of turpentine, then wring them out 
and let dry. 


When space is at a premium, se 


lect a long-handled mop with in 
terchangeable heads for washing 
and waxing floors. And any mop 
head that slides off a wire frame 
can double as a dust mitt. 


Plastic Pails 


Pails are pails, but flexible plas- 


tic pails are pretty, easy to empty 
and won't scar paint. But I do like 
the oval-shaped, two-compartment 
metal pails, too, that hold both 
soapy water and rinse water 


K e e p i n g cleaning equipment 


clean is a chore, but it's a neces- 
sary one if^the hornemaking job is 
tojbe done correctly. After you've 
waxed the kitchen floor, wash out 
the applicator before the wax has 
a chance to harden. When you 
rinse out the cleaning pail, draw 
fresh water and add a little soap 
and wash out the mops, cloths, 
sponges or biushes used in cleanj 
ing. Hang mop heads UP to dry, 
hang- brush heads DOWN. 


Don't neglect to wash dry-mop 


heads periodically to keep then- 
efficiency rating high. A mistake 


I'm apt to make is to keep using 
a broom or mop head after it's old 
and frayed. 


A new broom sweeps cleaner and 


a new mop head certainly cuts 
washing time. So weed out the old 
aids every now and then.

Once more the United States has made it known it is 


arreeable to new big power talks. The only question now 
seems to be whether the Soviet Union favors a conference in 
the near future. 
The British think the Russians won t take part m any 


maior conference this year. The Kremlin naturally is dis- 
turbed at the progress made toward final approval of the 
Paris pacts drawing West Germany into the Western defense 


But the Russians have a way of suppressing their con- 


cern fast when they see political advantage in dong so. when 
they left the UN Security Council in 1950 in protest against 
failure to seat Red China, they vowed they'd never be back. 
Some thought they meant it. But they returned when it suit- 
ed them—and without explanation. 
Perhaps of more immediate interest is the way we and 


our allied friends view another big power parley.

Throughout the disillusioning series of postwar meet- 


ings with the Russians, this country has developed a hard- 
headed attitude. We have come to ask not for paper prom- 
ises but for deeds. 
Sometimes we have yielded to allied pressures to confer 


Often events 
have showed us right. But we have not closed the door on 
future discussions. 
We never have taken the view, nor can we, that there 


should be no further meetings. It used to be said that war 
proved the failure of negotiation. We cannot turn our backs 
on negotiation, even when we suspect it may end in futility. 


There is always something new to be learned about'our 


adversary, if only that he has not changed since the last con- 
ference. And there is always the hope that friends abroad 
who again and again have placed unwarranted faith in the 
"magic" of face-to-face talks will come a little closer to the 
realities.

Dixon has had countless fires in its history, and luck- 


ily, only a few were damaging enough to warrant more 
than passing interest. Next Friday, April 8, will be the 
75th anniversary of' one of most out- 
standing. 


Dixonites were awakened about 1:30 


m. the morning of April S, 1880, 


by the fearful clanging of the fire 
alarm bell. A blaze had started near 


dam site, and by davvn four mills 


and the pumps which supplied the city 
with water had been destroyed. 
A 


foundry and a plow works were dam- 
aged. 


The flames had touched off an ex- 
ftottt 


plosion which killed two men and injured 10 others who 
were working desperately to halt the roaring blaze. 


The fire swept the buildings on the morning of the 


weekly Dixon Telegraph's publication day, and that aft- 
ernoon the paper carried the story under a stack ^of 
"decks" or headlines—unusual in a day when many 
papers were almost completely devoid of headlines.

A Sad Morning for Dixon 


Ezra Becker and Wm. Schum Killed. 


The story began: 
"One of the most terrible fires that ever visited our 


city broke out this morning1 about half-past ona o'clock; 
in Thompson & Co.'s flouring Mill, and before our fire- 
men could get to work the flames had progressed so far 
that it was impossible to check the fire, and in an hour 
the accumulations of a life of toil were swept away: but 
that is nothing to the loss of life and the suffering of the 
poor brave firemen, whose wounds are being dressed as 
we write. 
Ezra Becker, Wm. Schum and Cyrus Lint, 


went into the tool house east of Becker & Underwood's 
Mill, to procure implements to work with, and while 


there the terrific explosion took place which threw the 
east wall of the building upon them and they were all 
carried into the Mill race. Mr. Lint, in some manner he 
knows not how. got out. but the other two were killed. 
The bodies of Becker and Schum were recovered about 
nine o'clock this morning. Both were mangled and one 
of Mr. Becker's legs was broken. Mr. Schum was a 
young man, clerk in Hegert's drug store. His parents 
liv« in Dubuque.

The 10 injured men were Cyrus Lint, head gashes 


and a spine injury; Omlie Anderson, severe burns; Wil- 
liam Rink. Jr.. head bruises and both arms broken; Pat- 
rick Duffy, severe burns; Joe Rueland, severe burns on 
hands; Peter Ramsey, head and facial burns; Lee Ste- 
vens, facial and hand burns; Joe Hayden, bums; Dwight 
Heaton, a broken leg; Augustus Lenhart, minor injuries, 
and John Cahill, minor injuries.

A flax mill operated by H. D. Dement and 


S. C. Eell and Thomas Baldwin's grist mill, both 
housed in a large atone building owned by Col. 
John Dement, were destroyed, as were flour mills 
operated by W. P. Thompson and Becker and Un- 
derwood. The city's water pumps were destroyed, 
and across the street the foundry of Brown Jfc Ed- 
it ards and the plow works of C.. H. Curtis were 


• damaged by lire. 


The total los« was estimated at more than 


$200,000, and possibly M much as £350,000. Total 
insurance carried on the properties was S66.900.

The destruction of the water pumps meant the fire- 


fighters could fight the inferno only with bucket brigades. 
The telegraph was called into use to send an urgent mes- 
sage to Amboy for help in fighting the blaze. Dixon was 
properly grateful when Amboy responded in what must 
have been near-record time. The Telegraph said: 


"In fifty-eight minutes from the time the despatch 


was received at Amboy, asking aid to fight the terrible 
fire here, water was being thrown upon the buildings by 
the Amboy engine. The train that brought up the firemen 
was just thirteen minutes on the way. Very nearly a 
mile in a minute. This was quick work, and of course 
it is not necessary to again return thanks to the good 
firemen and the thoughtful and energetic Superintendent, 
John C. Jacobs, for all this promptness."

A week after the fire The Telegraph reported that 


Col. Dement had started a subscription ffund for aid to 
the injured firemen. Dement gave $50, as did Charles A. 
Curtis, and other contribution* quickly brought the total 


relief fund for the men. 


In the aftermath of the blaie, the theory wan 


set forth that fine-Hour dust in the Becker & In- 
derwood mill probably touched off the violent ex- 
plosion, since the building had not been on fire 
before the blast. 
The city council rented a steam fire engine from Bur- 


lington, Iowa, at tha rale of S3 per day v/hile the water 
pumps were being restored.

On the Sunday following the blaze the Rev. A. \V. Pat- 


ten, of the Dixon Methodist Church, preached on "Our 
Calamity." 
He told his congregation: 


"The extent of this disaster to the business commun- 


ity is very great, and merchants feel depressed. 
Will 


Dixon regain what has been lost? Undoubtedly . . . Let 
us remember that the West is beginning to do its own 
manufacturing; that here is one of the finest water- 
powers in the country . . . Let us trust the mills will be 
rebuilt, that those who control the water power will be 
public spirited in its management, that men of capital 
will take pride in investing it in lines which may 
up the business of the city." 


And in that spirit, Dixon began its recovery from the 


terrible fire of April 8. 1880.

Meditations for LEXT 


By DR. J. CARTER SWAIM 


Dcpt. of English Bible, National Council of Churches 


Few figures of the 17th century have left us a richer legacy than 


John Milton. His sonnets are among the most perfect in our language. 
His best-known prose work, Areopagitica. protesting the strict censor- 
ship exercised by Parliament, is one of the great arguments for free- 
dom of the press. His "Paradise Lost" ranks among the finest epic 
poems. In the latter he chose as his theme the fall of man. The 
smooth rhythms tell of Satan's rebellion against God and of our first 
parents' sin in the Garden. With wondrous imagination tht poet seeks 
"to justify the ways of God to man." 


"Paradise Lost" has for its sequel. "Paradise Regained," and it 


is this which is of special interest during Lent. Paul speaks of Christ 
as "the la*t Adam," winning back for man what the first Adam had 
lost. In dealing with this theme, however. Milton does not picture 
Christ's suffering and death on the cross, nor even Hi« resurrection, 
but describes rather how h« overcame temptation in the wilderness. 
Out of sU the incidents in the New Testament, Milton chose thi« as evi- 
dence that blessedness had been regained for man. 


Satan tempted our first parents, and they fell, but when he tempted 


Jesus, he was hftnself defeated. 
The first 'emptation came in the 


midst of a favorable environment; the second in a lonely deaert. Jesus' 
victory was complete, and Hebrews 2:18, RSV, »ugRe«ts what that 
means to each of us: "For heratiM h? hlmnflf hiw suffered and been 
tempted.

The brief claims the defense can 


demonstrate that the killer was

"Gen. MacArthur is known to have 
sent messages to the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff during World War 31 plead- 
ing for concessions to get Russia 
into the Japanese war." 


Aide Denies It. 


MacArthur's chief aide, Maj. 


Gen. Courtney Whitney, ret., denied 
this again Friday in a letter to 
the Washington newspaper. He said 
he had reviewed the file of Mac- 
Arthur's most important messages 
to the Joint Chiefs of Staff during 
World War It and it "makes no 
mention of the entry of Soviet 
Russia into the war against Ja- 
pan."

The New York Times, in a dis- 


patch from Washington signed by 
Anthony Leviero, says it had asked 
the Army to release wartime doc- 
uments that would have clarified 
the question.

WASHINGTON at— Sen. Douglas 


(D-I11) said today the Communists 
are doing a better job of winning 
the friendship "of the black, brown 
and yellow peoples of the world." 


"I think their propaganda, un- 


fortunatelyi. is smarter than ours," 
the Illinois senator said in an in- 
terview. 


That is why, Douglas said, he 


reversed his past role of seeking 
to reduce general foreign aid funds 
in favor of a generous appropria- 
tion for technical assistance to un- 
derdeveloped areas, both d i r e c t 
and through the U.N. 


Considers Request 


The Senate Appropriations Com- 


mittee is now considering a re- 
quest for eight million dollars for 
the program. The House allowed 
four millions. 


"I am supporting a program 


which has mistakenly been called 
a 'give away'," Douglas told the 
Stnate in a floor speech late Fri- 
day. 


He urged Congress to approve 


larger funds for this aid to under- 
developed countries and areas be- 
ion UM AiroAjiin 


Bandung:. Indonesia, in the next 
few weeks. 


With Red Chuja participating, 


Douglas said this conference will 
be used "for a gigantic propagan- 
da onslaught against the West, and 
a buildup for communism." 


"They will try to make Uncle 


Sam become Mr. Money Bags, Ra- 
cist, Imperialist and obsessed with 
his hvdrogen bombs," he predict- 
ed. 


"Best Asset" 


Despite the importance of multi- 


billion dollar defense outlays, 
Douglas said the relatively small 
investments for "technical assist- 
ance may in the long run prove to 
be our best asset." 


He said small funds for health 


and sanitation p r o b a b l y had 
brought the largest returns, and 
added that a quarter's worth of 
penicillin can cure a child of yaws. 


Yaws is a tropical disease, which 


Douglas said, often dooms a "child 
to a life of torment, hideous dis- 
figurement and economic depend- 
ence."

produces more friendship than any 


b« Hid. 


to release pertinent parts of the 
documents but "a hitch developed"' 
and the classification was changed 
from "restricted" to "confiden- 
tial." 


"In other words," the Times 


said, "they have been upgraded 
to keep the press from having ac- 
cess." 


Among the documents it sought, 


the Times said, were two cited on 
Page 308 of an Army history vol- 
ume "Washington Command Post: 
The Operations Division." 


The Times said this book report- 


ed a conference Feb. 25. 1945, be- 
tween Gen. George A. Lincoln, 
then chief of the strategy section 
of the war plans division of the 
War Department general staff, and 
Gen. MacArthur and his chief of 
staff. 


The book said that MacArthur 


at that time discussed the planned 
invasion of Japan and urged that 
"as many Japanese divisions as 
possible should first be pinned 
down on the mainland, principally 
by Soviet forces." This discussion 
was two weeks after the Yalta 
conference, at which Russia had 
already agreed to fight against 
Japan.

ternal grandfather then attempted 
to flee, only to be brought down 
by a shot in the leg. 


Richard then entered the next 


door residence, owned by Young 
where he was located by Patrol- 
man Alva A. Jackson, 38, a short 
while later. 


Jackson entered the house and 


was a few feet from the youth 
v.'hen struck by bullets from a pis- 
tol Richard had obtained in the 
meantime. 


One shot struck Jackson in the 


chest and the other in the mouth 
inflicting mortal wounds. Jackson 
however, managed to struggle with 
Richard until other officers ar- 
rived and subdued him. 


The partolman died a. short while 


later in a Pasco hospital. The fath 
er early today was given a 50-50 
chance of recovery. Young is con 
sidered in good condition.

WASHINGTON W—The Defense 


Department has confirmed that 
lour men suffered eye burns during 
atomic tests in 1952 and 1953 at 
Yucca Flats, Nev. Injuries to two 
of them are probably permanent. 


The Harrisburg, Pa., Sunday Pa- 


triot News reported March 20 that 
six men ha%'e suffered eye injur- 
ies, including one former officer 
blinded in one eye. 


The Defense- Department said a 


recheck of its records showed only 
the ioui cases among about 100,000 
paiticipants and observers. An offi- 
cial booklet the government issued 
this year had said "no participant 
or observer has ever been injured 
by test activity at the Nevada test 
site . . ." 


Neither the Defense Department 


nor the newspaper listed the names 
of the men injured. The dpart- 
mnt's announcement said' two of 
the men still are on active duty, 
ona of them suffering "minor dif- 
ficulty" in reading. 


One of the two no longer in serv- 


ice appaiently had no lasting ill 
effects, the announcement said, but 
tne other resigned while suffering 
from an eye inflammation. The de- 
partment did not say either why 
the man resigned or whether he 
lost the sight of the eye.

Bill Discussed 
At Neivs Clinic 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. W— A right- 


to-know trill pending in the Illinois 
Legislature was scrutinized Friday 
at the second annual Illinois Free- 
dom of Information Clinic. 


Verle Kramer of the Gibson City 


Courier termed the bill "a step in 
the right direction" in the fight 
against secrecy by public agencies. 


However. Tom Duffy, editor of 


the East St. Louis Journal, ques- 
tioned whether it might be a "sign 
of weakness on the part of the 
press to support a spelling out of 
something we think we already 
have." 


The bill was explained by its 


sponsor, Paul Simon. 26, a first- 
term Democratic representative 
and editor and publisher of a 
weekly newspaper at Troy. 111. 


The bill would specifically en- 


title the public to be admitted to 
meetings of city, village, town, 
school district and county coun- 
cils, boards, commissions and sim- 
ilar agencies.

Freedom of Information Commit- 
tee of the Illinois Associated Press 
members, the Illinois Pres» Assn., 
the Illinois Broadcasters Assn., 
the Illinois News Broadcasters 
Assn. and Sigma Delta Chi, a pro- 
fessional journalism fraternity.

CINCINNATI df>— Progress to- 


wards possible development of a 
whole new class of "hypnotic" 
drugs that would be safer to use 
than strong potentially habit-form- 
ing narcotics, yet packing plenty 
of sleep-inducing power, was re- 
ported today to the American 
Chemical Society's 127th national 


j meeting. 
! Dr. Seymour L. Shapiro of the 
U.S. Vitamin Corp., Yonkers, N.Y., 
said promising new leads have 
come from further experimental 
manipulations with a non-narcotic, 
non-barbiturate substance 
called 


"tertiary amyl alchohol.''

long-sought "ideal" hypnotic drug.

More 'Experiments 


Now, said Shapiro, they have a 


"versatile" group of compounds, 
some of which have a wider range 
of safetly from toxicity at effective 
treatment levels than the original 
TAA; 
all produce hypnotic effects 


at far lower doses and some pro- 
duce "a more prolonged sleep" 
in the experimental animals. 


He added that some are up to 


three times more powerful than 
the compound first developed from 
TAA by the Shering researchers 
and produce more prolonged sleep.

group was stimulated by the orig- 
inal finding of the Shering chem- 
ists.
